™@) whose business and 
interests are intimately inter- 
woven with advertising in one 
form or another. 

Indeed, advertising may be 
the vocation of many of you, 
but, being human, it sometimes 
becomes your avocation to be a 
victim of the medical profession. 

In approaching my subject, I 
shall limit my remarks to the 
profession of medicine and its 
allied branch, dentistry. 

It is interesting to note that 
the present attitude toward ad- 
vertising by the men of these 
professions rests upon a tradition 
over 2000 years old. It was 
Hippocrates, a Greek physician, 
called the ‘‘Father of Medicine,” 
who, about 400 B. C., expound- 
ed certain principles as to the 
duties of a physician which re- 
main today just as necessary as 
ever. Some of our medical col- 
leges require their graduates to 
subscribe to this “Oath of Hip- 
procrates’” promulgated before 
the dawn of the Christian era. 
I shall read you its most essen- 
tial parts: 

“T will follow the system of 
regimen which, according to my 
judgment, I consider for the

benefit of my patients and ab- 
stain from whatever is deleteri- 
ous. I| will give no deadly medi- 


cine to anyone if asked nor sug. 
gest any such counsel. With 
purity and with holiness I will 
pass my life and practice my art. 
Into whatever houses I enter | 
will go into them for the benefit 
of the sick and will abstain from 
every voluntary act of mischief 
and corruption. Whatever, in 
connection with my professional 
practice or not in connection 
with it, I hear or see in the life 
of men which ought not to be 
spoken of abroad, I will not di- 
vulge, as reckoning that all such 
should be kept secret.”’ 

The first duty so imposed re- 
quires the practitioner to con- 
sider above all else the benefit to 
the patient, because it is the hv- 
man being itself which is the ob- 
ject of the service. 

The matter of making some- 
thing and selling something 
takes a subordinate place. 

While it is true that there is 
a business side to dentistry and 
medicine and there is a sale of 
professional services the relation 
between the practitioner and the 
patient differs from that of seller 
and buyer. It is a trust in which 
the patient relies entirely upon 
the practitioner and entrusts his 
health, and not infrequently life 
itself, to the knowledge, skill 
judgment and sincerity of the 
practitioner. 
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The patient does not come as 
a buyer seeking to purchase 
something more or less specific ; 
the patient does not know what 
he wants or needs. 

To advertise it seems to me 
one must have either a specific 
commodity or a specific service 
to sell. 

A great department store can 
properly and justly notify the 
public that it has on hand mer- 
chandise of a .certain kind or 
quality at a certain attractive 
price. A real estate firm must 
through advertising inform the 
public that it has for sale or rent 
such and.such a house. A bank 
may properly tell the public of 
the character of its service and 
the facts which show its finan- 
cial security. 

The professional man, how- 
ever, in refusing to advertise 
does not deny the value, the effi- 
cieny and the necessity for ad- 
vertising in business. He daily 
relies upon this powerful med- 
ium not only in his home life 
but in the very essentials neces- 
sary for his professional practice. 
But, of what can the profes- 
sional man advertise ? 

Medicine is an inexact and 
vast science. For the true physi- 
cian there is no one system or 
method for the treatment of all 
cases of even the same ailment. 
Similar ills in different types of 
patients present as many varied 
circumstances, 
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How can he make any public 
announcement of general inter- 
est unless it be but mere boasting 
of his qualifications and accom- 
plishments? And even if such 
advertisements were proper is 
the public in a position to ade- 
quately judge of these qualifica- 
tions ? 

And to boast of our past ac- 
complishment would necessi- 
tate the disclosure of facts in 
violation of the confidential re- 
lationship existing between the 
patient and the practitioner. 
This is a personal trust and it is 
so important that anything 
which would seek to endanger 
this confidence would destrov 
the most valuable asset. 

The professional man cannot 
advertise not only because the 
prospective patient cannot know 
what he wants or needs but be- 
cause the practitioner himself 
does not and cannot know be- 


._ forehand the character of the 


service which he will be called 
upon to render. ‘Professional 
knowledge and skill implies 
more -than mere technicai 
knowledge and skill.” The pa- 
tient must not only be examined 
but the practitioner must be able 
to understand the history of the 
case and its future probabilities, 
and in the light of his experjence 
and judgment advise and dictate 
what should be done. 

How different is this from 
ordinary business dealings which 
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presuppose transactions between 
parties meeting on equal terms, 
each able to look out for his own 
‘interest and protected by the 
present-day high standard of 
truth in advertising. 

Because of the very nature of 
the services which I have men- 
tioned no guarantee of results 
can be given or asserted and 
hence this important feature of 
“service advertisements’ is 
closed to the professional man. 

His code of ethics teaches him 
not to encourage false hopes by 
promising success where, in the 
nature of things, there is uncer- 
tainty. In this respect the Code 
of Ethics of the American Medi- 
cal Association reads: 

“Tt is unprofessional to prom- 
ise radical cures; to boast of 
cures and secret methods of 
treatment or remedies; to ex- 
hibit certificates of skill or of suc- 
cess in the treatment of diseases; 
or to employ any methods to 
gain the attention of the public 
for the puropse of obtaining pa- 
tients.” 

You will observe here that 
even any public announcement 
or news item, as well as a paid 
advertisement, which seeks to at- 
tract patients is both undesirable 
and unethical. 

In contrast to the business ad- 
vertisement where the an- 
nouncement of price is of com- 
pelling interest, the conscientious 
practitioner, by reason of the 
uncertainties involved, cannot 
publicly announce his fee for 
services before he even sees the 
patient. i 

A price is supposed to bear 
some pretty definite relation to

the cost of an article taking into 
consideration the overhead ex- 
pense and the necessary prolit 
added. However, there must be 
much greater flexibility about 
professional fees as other ele- 
ments enter into the determina- 
tion of them. Of the many fac- 
tors involved is the ability or the 
inability of the patient to pay 
for the service. Added to this 
is the skill and responsibility re- 
quired for the particular case. 
And what of those patients who 
need services and cannot afford 
to pay for them? They, too, 
must be looked after. And of 
those who can pay it is unfair 
to charge the shop girl earning 
but $15 a week the same fee that 
you would charge the man 
whose income is $20,000 a year. 

Realizing this fact you will 


agree that in the matter of pro- 


fessional services it would be an 
unjust discrimination to have 
anything like a fixed fee. 

The wisdom of professional 
ethics prohibiting advertising 
is plainly justified as exhibited 
by the character of such profes- 
sional advertisements as have ap- 
These advertisements 
are usually—if not untruthful— 
misleading, because of the tech- 
nical nature of the subject mat- 
ter involved. The practice that 


‘it represents is so often unscru- 


pulous that professional adver- 
tising has come to be looked 
upon as a badge of quackery not 
alone by the profession but by 
all observant people of a com- 
munity. 

There is an almost universal 
opinion among the professions 
that the public psid advertise- 
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ment of personal qualifications, 
professional ability, guarantee of 
service (which in the very na- 
ture of things cannot be given) 
and fees for service, is improper, 
in bad taste and not consistent 
with the personal trust existing 
between the practitioner and the 
patient. 

“Ethical rules are not mere 
fads invented by medical associa- 
tions for the sake of justifying 





their existence but are formula- 
tions of unwritten principles of 
conduct which have commended 
themselves with the sanction of 
the ages as aids to the great pur- 
pose of rendering each practi- 
tioner more useful to his fellow 
creatures.” [hese rules are 
maintained and exacted for the 
benefit and protection of the 
public.

1 d by he may serve his 
TS i fellowmen to best 
advantage. No man or group 
of men is as deeply associated in 
the service of mankind as is the 
dentist. 

Thanks to dental research, 
the last twenty years have given 
us many wonderful agencies 
with which we may do our er- 
rand of mercy. Among these 
has been novocaine, or rather 
procaine as it is now called. 

I assume, that because of its 
wide use and popularity all prac- 
titioners are familiar with its 
properties, its shortcomings, its 
uses, and the instrumentarium 
for its administration. My con- 
tribution to the already large 
mass of literature on this subject 
is a method for a more efficient 
and positive means of inducing 
infiltration anesthesia especially 
for the alleviation of pain in

pericemental conditions that are 
not suppurative, and for: pulp ex- 
tirpation, as well as for general 
extractions. 

The ease and simplicity that 
attends this method when ap- 
plied to pericemental or pulp 
cases prompts me to present this 
method with the assurance to 
my readers that it has been in 
constant use in its present tech- 
nique at my office for at least six 
years. The percentage of fail- 
ures is so small that they may be 
regarded as negligible, and they 
fall in the following type of 
case: Suppurative pericementitis 
with pulp involvement. 

This method is also contra-in- 
dicated in any type of suppura- 
tion where danger of spreading 
infection due to the injection is 
noted. Aside from these there 
are no other contra-indicated 
conditions as practical experi- 
ence has shown. 

The basis of this method lies 
in our understanding of the 
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gsearch of the Harvard University Dental School.

anatomy of the pericementum 
and the tissue about the neck of 
the tooth. The seat of injection 
is at the alveolar crest directly 
above the ligamentum circulare 
or directly below the neck of the 
tooth under the gum. 

The pericemental or periden- 
tal membrane is a fibrous-ner- 
vous-vascular tissue, and it is an 
ideal field for the seat of a local 
injection for anesthetic solutions. 

A short platinum needle 
placed tn a hub, that permits 
about 3/16 of an inch of the 
needle to project is the proper 
type needle to use. 

Injections of the novocaine so- 
lution should be made as fol- 
lows: Insert the needle in the 
portion of the gingival gum just 
above the free margin. It is best 
to use a flat, blunt instrument to 
ascertain the approximate depth 
of that portion before inserting 
the needle. As the needle is in- 
serted then slowly deposit novo- 
caine with a steady pressure al- 
lowing about 10 minims to en- 
er. You will notice an almost 
immediate blanching of the tis- 
sue about the neck of the tooth. 
This blanching is of consider- 
able importance in this tech- 


Nique as it indicates the deposit 


of the novocaine in the proper 
place. 
If you insert the needle too 
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aya 


high you will not fegth the} peri- 
dental membrane and éonse- 
quently your success will not be 
assured. The solution when de- 
posited in the proper region 
slowly infiltrates the body of the 
peridental membrane entirely 
and effectively anesthetizing its 
contact with the tooth, thereby 
destroying nerve sensation in 
that region. As it approaches 
the pulp either through the den- 
tal tubuli or through the anas- 
tamosing branches from the 
peridental membrane at the apex 
of the tooth, complete anesthesia 
is established. 

The palatal injection should 
be made in the same way. The 
other points are the mesio-distal 
interstitial gum spaces between 
the adjacent teeth. This will 
anesthetize all of the other por- 
tions which the lateral injections 
fail to cover. 

This method has been a boon 
to me and to all those who have 
adopted this simple method of 
local infiltrated anesthesia as de- 
scribed.

lated me to write this. 

The statement referred to is 
the conclusion that the systemic 
factor in periodontal disease is a 
secondary one, as otherwise the 
resorption would be inaugurated 
simultaneously and symetrically 
in all parts of the mouth. Al- 
though I believe that there must 
be a systemic factor as well, this 
statement seems for the most 
part to be entirely reasonable, 
and I have for some time felt 
that the same is true of dental 
caries. Recent investigators con- 
tinue to lay more and more 
stress on the systemic factor in 
this disease as well as periodon- 
tal disease, as we know from the 
wonderful researches of Howe, 
and others. The dental profes- 
sion has for ages clung to the 
theory of systemic causation in 
respect to the caries of preg- 
nancy—holding that Nature re- 
moves the mineral salts from the 
teeth of the mother to remedy 
the threatened deficiency in, the 
teeth and skeleton of the em- 
bryo. If this hypothesis be true 
it seems strange that Mother

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Nature removes these substances 
from the pits, fissures, faults, de- 
fects, or other susceptible areas: 
in short, in just those locations 
concerned in the classical pic- 
ture of caries in all mouths, both 
of men aad women. 

Would it not seem more rea- 
sonable to attribute this condi- 
tion to the lowered resistance 
and increased susceptibility of 
the mother at this critical time? 
Of course, caries is a very com- 
plex disease, and it is not likely 
that we shall ever understand 
the process completely. How- 
ever, the caries process, in its in- 
cipiency, is external; therefore 
any mineral substances removed 
from the tooth in this way must 
necessarily, it seems to me, be 
washed out into the mouth, car- 
ried to the alimentary canal 
along with the food, and be re- 
assimilated into the blood, before 
it could be made use of again. 
That such a cyclic process does 
take place it might be difficult to 
deny, but why should Nature 
perform her task in this indirect 
manner, instead of removing her 
building materials from the in- 
terior of the tooth, which is in in- 
timate contact with the circula- 
tion, or else uniformly from the 
surface exposed tosalivary action? 

Of course, general causes 
probably play a part in caries, 
otherwise how explain the im- 
munity of some to the disease, 
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while other members of the same 


‘family, subsisting upon the iden- 


tical diet, succumb to its rav- 
ages most extensively? A bal- 
anced diet, minerals in the food, 
vitamines (perhaps these two are 
identical?), endocrine glands, 
heredity and other causative fac- 
tors too Numerous to mention, 
probably will be thought of in 
this relation, but one factor is 
and necessarily must be constant, 
—the agencies concerned in the 
active, local disintegration of 





tooth substance. 

Miller’s discoveries are still 
operative regarding this aspect 
of the problem. Once assuming 
the presence of the predisposing 
conditions—by which I do not 
refer to the composition of the 
tooth itself—caries will surely 
follow the presence of the acids 
of decay, regardless of the soft- 
ness or hardness of the tooth 
structure. Mineral acids dissolve 
metals in whatever form; it is a 
chemic process, and the laws of 
chemistry are infallible. Once 
mdmitting these statements, how- 
Here, the process of caries would 
then depend upon the presence 
or absence in the blood stream, 
fconsequently the oral fluids, of 
substances which would -so 
modify the secretions in which 
ithe teeth are bathed as to pre- 
jvent the formation of, or to neu- 
Htralize, the acids of decay. 
| Martin H. Fisher, in “demi 
and Nephritis”, makes some 
tatements which seem to me to 
be interesting in this connection. 
| Referring to disease pro- 
pcesses which take place in the in- 
terior of the blood vessels, he 
ays: “However injurious may 








be the effects of coffee, tobacco, 
alcohol, hard work, intestinal 
fermentation, etc., upon a man 
with an established vascular di- 
sease, they have, as a matter of 
fact, nothing to do with its ori- 
gin****, ‘The lesions of blood 
vessel disease are focal in nature 
****such lesions cannot be ex- 
plained on a basis of general 
poisoning. Alcohol, the toxins 
of an infection, a soluble metal- 
lic salt, or any other soluble poi- 
son, cannot course through the 
blood vessels and pick out only 
limited areas. Such poisons 
would involve the whole of the 
media, or the whole of the in- 
tima of the blood vessels, and at 
once’. He goes on to show that 
micro-organisms are responsible 
for these lesions, by collecting 
in clumps in the tiny blood ves- 
sels, and observes that these 
changes are similar to those pro- 
duced anywhere else in the body 
when small blood vessels become 
the seat of infectious embolism. 
So it seems to me that if we lay 
too great stress on the general 
theory of pathological ¢hanges 
in the mouth, we would be com- 
pelled to follow it to the logical 
conclusion which would result 
of a generalized and unform de- 
struction of tissue in toto. 

So it does seem to me, sum- 
ming up, that we cannot have 
pathology in the absence of 
either one of these factors. The 
systemic condition must permit 
the disease to take hold, but the 
immediate local irritant or ex- 
citant must first be present. In 
cases of trauma and senility per- 
haps these theories would need 


to be modified, 











America’s French Dental 
School

EARS ago, in the 
days of my callow 
youth, when I was 
foot-loose in that 
* “Paris of the Snow 
Country,” -Montreal, I remem- 
ber an unpretentious little build- 
ing which was known as the La- 
val University School of Den- 
' tistry. 
Being a rosbif and not having 
much command ot 
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there you will always return. 

The course of my business in 
the land of the Maple Leaf 
brought me to the doors of the 
French Canadian Dental Col- 
lege, and although I had been 
prepared for progress and 
change, what had developed was 
a real surprise. 

Instead of the modest little 
building, | found as spacious and 
imposing an edifice as houses any 

dental school on 





the French lan- 
guage, when I 
thought of school 
my eyes always 
turned to the im- 
posing gray build- 
ings of McGill, 
perched on the 
slopes of Mount 
Royal, but I knew.

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French institution has a real 
standard-bearer, because in him- 
self he symbolizes the spirit of 
the school, that peculiar blend- 
ing of all that is French and all 
that is American which can only 
be found in the educated 
French-Canadian. 

As you meet him, he is in ap- 
pearance a typical Frenchman. 
He speaks to you in perfect Eng- 
lish, and the ideas and ideals 
which he has injected into the 
school in the many years during 
which he has presided over it 
are as modern American as could 
be found in the greatest of our 
great cities. 

»The school is typically 
French-Canadian. All the teach- 
ing is done in French—notices, 
text books, and the chatter of 
the lively, effervescent students 
are as French as could be found 
in Paree.

Just a word about these stu- 
dents. There is a surprising dif- 
ference in them from those en- 
countered in any of our othe: 
dental schools—and, of course. 
it is a racial difference. Intense, 
earnest, hard-working, but still 
they sparkle! There is nothing 
somber or gray about their atti- 
tude toward life. We hear 
laughter and lively talk in the 
halls as they troop out of some 
class rooms. We see the ani- 
mated gestures that betoken the 
French blood in these Canadians. 

You meet the vice-dean, Doc- 
tor Joseph Nolin, and somehow 
he reminds you of a character 
from a Balzac novel—a close- 
set little man, who brings the 
soul of an artist to dentistry, and 
who with delight introduces you 
to his atelier de morphologie, 
where you gasp and think that 
by mistake you have wandered 
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into an artist’s studio, for Doc- 
tor Nolin’s forte is making the 
young student draw on paper 
and model in clay before he is 
allowed to practice on the den- 
tal process. 

“How ridiculous it is,” ex- 
claims Doctor Nolin, “to take a 
young man who has no—what 
you might call—sense in his fin- 
gers, and let him operate on 
that most delicate thing, the hu- 
man face! A dentist should be 
an artist. He should understand 
the anatomy of the face from the 
viewpoint of the artist, as well 
as from the viewpoint of the sur- 
geon. He should be able to 
model in clay from the classic 
cast. He should be able to draw 
with a crayon the different con- 
tours of the face—and then, 
when he comes to dentistry, he 


will be able to do his work in a 
way which will not detract from 
but rather add to the proper ap- 
pearance of the patient.”’ 

And here you see dental stu- 
dents beginning their career by 
learning to be artists, by draw- 
ing from the classic model, by 
moulding clay into replicas of 
the features of the Apollo Bel- 
vedere. 

And so you go through the 
whole school, and you find in 
every department an enthusiastic 
faculty injecting real ideas into 
this teaching of dentistry in 
French. 

With pride you are shown 
several rooms in which are ex- 
hibited one of the finest collec- 
tions of wax anatomical models 
I have ever seen. They are all 
French, and executed with a 
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beautiful exactness and artistry 
which only the French seem to 
have attained in this class of 
work. 

Side by side with some most 
modern piece of equipment pro- 
duced in the United States, you 
will find some equally modern 
niece of equijment produced in 
France, for some members of 
the faculty find their way to 
Europe every year to keep in 
touch with the latest advances 
that science has made at the far 
side of the Atlantic. 

In the library you find all the 
French text books—and all the 
English; in the office, a colored 
card index system so thorough 
and well-kept that through it a 
member of the faculty is able to 
put his finger on the work and 
progress of any student at any 
moment. 

The infirmary of the school 
is perhaps the most interesting 
place of all for the visitor. Here 
you can see the French Cana- 
dian people, descendants of the 
hardy habitant and courier du- 
bois. If your French is only that 
kind which was picked up at 





school or on the big trip over- 
seas, you will never in the world 
be able to follow the rapid fire 
conversation, but you can distin- 
guish recurring all the time, the 
admonitian, ““Brossez vos 
dents!’’as Doctor Dubeau hands 
out excellently printed educa- 








tional literature in French, 
which conveys in picture, rhyme 
and prose, the lessons of modern 
oral hygiene: a little catechism 
on the care of the teeth, ad- 
dressed to “Aux Enfants de la 
Province de Quebec”; “Princi- 
pes d Hygiene’, with pictures in 
full color which tell in a dra- 
matic way the whole story; and 
a carte postale, which Doctor 
Dubeau hands to a little girl, 
with the instruction: 

“Chantez sur lair de, ‘J'ai 
du bon tabac ” 

The little girl sings the words 
delightedly, which Doctor Du- 
beau assures me tell about her 
having some good sunshine to 
keep her healthy, etc.—all sung 
to one of these lilting old 
French-Canadian folk songs. 

In the dean’s office we slip 
into a conference, where one of 
the deputies of the provincial 
parliament is discussing with the 
faculty the framing of a bill to 
improve dental practice in Que- 
bec by preventing any extrava- 
gant or exaggerated advertising 
by a dental practitioner. 

And here we have America’s 
only French dental school, 
where they are training young 
men to carry the doctrine of oral 
health into the few cities and 
many villages of that far-flung 
territory north of the St. Law- 
rence where French is the first 
language. 











RAIOME years ago — 
A fourteen to be pre- 
SY cise — in the Cart- 
Ges Di ny wright Essay of the 
==) Royal College of 
Surgeons, I first suggested the 
use of acid dentifrices instead of 
alkaline ones on the grounds 
that (a) alkaline tooth pow- 
ders, pastes and mouth-washes 
had been in continuous use for 
over 2,000 (two thousand) 
years and have signally failed to 
stem the ravages of caries in the 
least degree and (b) acid denti- 
frices were more natural, i. e., 
more in accordance with the 
teaching from Nature, were 
natural salivary stimulants and 
did not harm the teeth. 

These suggestions were con- 
tained in a book — now in its 
third edition — but, it is inter- 
esting to note, only occupied 
less than six pages out of three 
hundred, or less than 2 per cent 
of the whole book. 

Yet, although there was and 
is much of greater importance 
in the book, it is the thing which 
apparently chiefly arrests atten- 
tion and has given rise to much 
controversy and contention, 
more especially I think amongst 
the makers of proprietary tooth 
pastes, or those employed by 
them. 

In the criticisms which I have 
seen, there has been an entire 
lack of appreciation of the fact 
that the secretion of saliva is a

reflex physiological. act depend- 


ing on definite stimuli—having 


definite afferent and efferent 
paths. The mere analysis of a 
sample of saliva in a test tube 
without knowing anything as to 
conditions and rate of secretion 
is utterly valueless. 

Attempts have been made to 
show that because the P. H. 
value of saliva (obtained color- 
imetrically or electrically) was 
not in exact inverse proportion 
to my results obtained by neu- 
tralizing weak acids with saliva 
that therefore the latter method 
is not correct! In any case the 
differences noted are not strik- 
ing and are not very important. 

What we want to know from 
a practical, preventive point of 
view is: how much acid can be 
rendered harmless by the saliva 
secreted in a mouth in a given 
time, and I believe titration 
with methyl orange as an indi- 
cator, gives the best measure of 
this. 

It is true that methyl orange 
requires considerable skill and 
practice and a uniform light to 
use accurately but I consider I 
eliminated all these possible 
sources of error. The careless 
and inaccurate nature of some 
critics may be judged from the 
following: 

I am said to have “chewed 
parrafin” to obtain my results! 
I do not believe the word parra- 


_ fin occurs even in the book and 
2170 
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I certainly have never chewed 
it, and have no notion as to 
what it tastes like. To merely 
suggest it shows that the writer 
had no physiological conception 
of reflex secretion. 

I am, further, also said to 
have tried these experiments on 
one person only! As a matter of 
fact, nine years ago, I published 
details of salivary analysis of 
100 cases—50 immune children 
as compared with 50 susceptible 
children. Also for some years 
every suitable case attending the 
University Dental School here 
have had their salivas analyzed 
and my class of students in Den- 
tal Pathology, as a routine ex- 
ercise, estimated their own sali- 
vary indices each year. 

Before proceeding to discuss 
salivary stimulants or depress- 
ants I laid down the general 
premises of discussion which 
some critics have chosen to dis- 
regard, so I propose here to 
quote them in extenso.

The Saliva 


“It is perfectly obvious that a 
fluid in which the teeth are per- 
manently bathed, which flows 
over the teeth to the possible ex- 
tent of several pints daily, can- 
not be without effect upon the 
teeth. Again, since this is a nor- 
mal physiological condition, it 
cannot be but that it is a bene- 
ficial one, and one which we 
should be justified in stating to 
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be protective in function even 
though no more were known 
about it. Protection against dis- 
ease is afforded to nearly all tis- 
sues largely by the fluid in which 
they are bathed, and the only 
fluid capable of so protecting 
the surface of the teeth is the 
saliva. It is, too, a general 
pathological law, and not con- 
fined to the human tissues, but 
pervading the whole of organ- 
ized Nature, that stagnation in 
any tissue or cavity makes for 
decay and disease, and favors 
the development of those gen- 
eral analytical forces represented 
as a rule by the activity of mi- 
cro-organisms; and, conversely, 
all those forces which prevent 
stagnation and promote move- 
ment and circulation make for 
health and development. If the 
salivary secretion did naught 
else, it would be bound to act in 
such a manner by promoting a 
circulation in the mouth, and 
preventing oral stagnation.” 


Conditions of Normal 
Secretion 


“It is a most important fact 
to recognize, though one which 
appears to have been almost en- 
tirely overlooked by workers in 
the subject from a dental point 
of view, that the normal secre- 
tion of saliva is a reflex one; 
that it is called forth in response 
to stimuli applied to various 
parts of the mouth; and further, 
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and most important of all, this 
reflex mechanism is, as we shall 
show, a most delicate one, but 
nevertheless most certain and 
reliable being either stimulated 
or depressed, and of bringing 
about very considerable differ- 
ence in the composition of the 
saliva. 

The efferent side of the re- 
flex arc is represented by the 
lingual and glosso-pharyngeal 
nerves in the tongue, and by 
their specialized terminations in 
the organs of taste; and also to 
a lesser extent by the sensory 
branches of the fifth nerve, sup- 
plying the buccal mucous mem- 
brane and teeth. It is the-func- 
tion of these nerves under nor- 
mal conditions, upon being stim- 
ulated, besides making the act 
of mastication pleasant, to cause 
a secretion of saliva which is ex- 
actly adapting to the stimulus 
which called it forth.” 

In order, then, to avoid ob- 
jections, the following condi- 
tions should be observed : 

1. The saliva should be ob- 
tained from the human subject. 

2. It should be obtained by 
natural or ordinary methods of 
stimulation, or, if in the “rest- 
ing stage’, under known and 
constant conditions. 

3. The subject should be 
one in whom (in order to get 
“average results) there is ap- 
parently an average salivary ac- 
tivity. 

In the first place, however, it 
is necessary to call attention to 
a most important point. The 
mere estimation of the propor- 
tionate amounts of the consti- 





a 


tutents, or the “percentage com- 

position,” is of no great value by 
itself. It would be so if the 
mouth were a sealed cavity and 
always contained the same 
amount of saliva, but it is not 
and does not. It is like a test 
tube with a hole in the bottom 
and with a reagent flowing in at 
varying rates. Obviously, then, 
the other important thing is to 
know the rate of flow per min- 
ute, and to calculate the total 
amount of substance per minute 
present in the mouth. 

For instance, analysis may 
show 5 per cent of a sub- 
stance to be present; but if only 
1 c. c. of saliva flows per min- 
ute, it will not be anything like 
so efficacious, because there will 
not be so much of it, as if it 
contained only 2 per cent but 
the flow were 5 c. c. per minute. 

It is the ratio, then, of the 
amount per c. c. to rate per min- 
ute which is all-important. In 
the subsequent estimations this 
total amount or value of any 
substance in the mouth per min- 
ute has been termed an “index” 
—i. e., the “alkalinity index” 
the “phosphatic index,” the 
“ptyalin index,” etc. 

It is evident, too, that the rate 
of flow must be extremely im- 
portant in considering the me- 
chanical cleansing of the mouth 
and teeth by the water of the 
saliva alone, and the dilution of 
the acids formed by fermenta- 
tion. The greater the flow per 
minute, the more rapidly will 
the acids be carried away. It is 
always a question of time. The 
organisms form a certain 
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amount of acid from carbohy- 
drate in a certain time; and it 
is a question whether the saliva 
can dissolve and carry away the 
carbohydrate debris or neutral- 
ize those acids as they are 
formed, or whether the acid 
production gets ahead of the 
saliva, and so is free to combine 
with the lime salts of the 
enamel.” 
Acid Dietaries 

“The above conclusion having 
been reached, we are very nat- 
urally led on to the next step, 
the consideration of the effect 
of an acid diet on the saliva. 

In order to determine this, an 
“acid” diet was substituted for 
the ordinary diet for a period of 
eleven days. During the first six 
days nothing was taken either 
to drink or to eat (except small 
quantities of milk and bread) 
which had not an acid reaction. 
Chiefly, therefore, it was a diet 
of fruit and vegetables. Meat 
was taken, but was rendered 








acid by sauces. During the last 
five days other substances were 
also taken, such as bread and 
butter, potatoes, milk puddings, 
etc.; but the meals always began 
and ended with “acids.” ‘The 
resting saliva was tested each 
day two hours after the midday 
lunch, and on eight of the days 
saliva was collected from the 
ducts during biscuit mastication. 

It is at once evident that such 
adiet very materially increases 
both the amount and alkalinity 
of the saliva. The highest alka- 
linity index is during the second 
period for “resting” saliva, The 





highest alkalinity index is dur- 
ing the second period for “rest- 
ing” saliva, but during the first 
period for biscuit mastication. 
(This discrepancy between 
“resting” and “stimulated” sa- 
liva has been noticed on several 
occasions. ) 

It is interesting to note how 
the amount per minute and the 
alkalinity per c. c. increase 
gradually each day during each 
period. Between the sixth day 
and the seventh day of acid diet, 
a day intervened on which or- 
dinary diet was taken. The ef- 
fect of this is evident in the 
marked falling off of the alka- 
linity index. It is noticeable, 
too, that during the period of 
mixed diet the amount per c. c. 
is greater than during full acid 
diet. This introduces other fac- 
tors in salivary secretions—the 
influence of the loss of water via 
the kidneys, the bowel, and the 
sweat glands; for of course the 
acid salts of fruits are, in large 
doses, diuretic, aperient, and 
slightly diaphoretic. It is inter- 
esting in this respect to note that 
between days 6 and 7 the alka- 
line salts of the saliva dimin- 
ished, but the water increased 
during biscuit mastication. 

There is obviously a most in- 
timate relationship between the 
salivary, renal, intestinal, and 
sweat glands. If the excretory 
glands are functioning, to an ab- 
normal extent, the salivary 
glands are either reflexly or di- 
rectly sensitive to a diminished 
water-supply; they secrete less, 
and thereby the mucous mem- 
brane of the tongue and mouth 
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is rendered less moist. [This 
may account for some cases of 
marked caries in fruit growing 
areas.| ‘Thus, mechanically, an 
inducement to drink more fluids 
is brought about, the loss of 


water from the tissues is made’ 


good, and the salivary glands 
after a time resume their nor- 
mal secretion. Here, then, we 
have another function of the sa- 
livary glands — to act as auto- 
matic indicators of the need for 
the intake of water. 

I think, therefore, that the in- 
creased amount of saliva per 
minute during the second period 
is due to decreased loss of water 
via the above channels. 

We have shown, then, how a 
feeble salivary stimulant, (bis- 
cuit) may be converted into a 
strong one, and how an alkalin- 
ity index of 2.69 may be raised 
by dietetic means to one of 4.8 
or 5.6, and that of “resting” sa- 
liva from 1.73 to 3.05. Asa 
means of permanently raising 
the alkaline reaction of the 
mouth, neutralizing and dilut- 
ing the acids formed by fermen- 
tation, and so preventing the oc- 
curence of caries, this procedure 
must be so self-evident as to 
need no comment; it is, more- 
over, eminently practicable. 

These results are in accord- 
ance with the observations of 
Haidenhain, that the augment- 
ing effect of a strong electrical 
stimulus extended over a period 
after its cessation, and that a 
weak stimulus applied after a 
strong one induced a greater se- 
cretion than a weak one did or- 
iginally, 






Salivary Depressants 

“There is a class of sub- 
stances that have not yet been 
referred to, but which must act 
in this direction, that are not 
articles of diet, but of which 
enormous quantities in the ag- 
gregate are used by the public, 
I refer to tooth powders and 
pastes. Practically the universal 
base for these dentifrices is cal- 
cium carbonate, combined with 
other alkalies, such as sodium 
and magnesium carbonates and 
soap; a minute quantity of anti- 
septic and some aromatic flavor- 
ing agent are also usually in- 
cluded. They are used to “neu- 
tralize the acids of the mouth.” 
In other words they are used to 
do what it is presumed Nature 
cannot do; they aré, as it were, 
a crutch for poor feeble Nature 
to lean upon. It is as if one 
should in all cases of dyspepsia, 
irrespective of its Cause, give 
constantly and continuously an 
artificial gastric juice, or, in the 
case of an enfeebled heart, insist 
on a patient maintaining the re- 
cumbent position until the heart 
became as strong as normal.” 

The use of alkalies seems to 


be based upon a wrong concep-. 


tion. It is as though it were 
thought that lactic acid devel- 
oped and accumulated in the 
mouth? remaining there for 
some hours or until next morn- 
ing, when an overwhelmingly 
strong alkali is introduced to 
neutralize it ; whereas, of course, 
as each [nascent] molecule of 
lactic acid is formed, it searches 
for something wherewith to 
combine, Alkaline salts of the 
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saliva will obviously most read- 
ily satisfy it, but should these 
not be available, then the cal- 
cium phosphates, and carbonates 
of the enamel surface are at- 
tacked. 

It cannot be too clearly recog- 
nized that, by the use of alka- 
lies, only those molecules of acid 
formed immediately previously 
can be neutralized, and also that 
the natural defensive forces of 
the mouth are thereby lowered 
for some considerable time 
afterwards. 


‘The Use of Dentifrices 


“Undoubtedly the majority 
of dentifrices are far more 
strongly alkaline than is saliva, 
and if they did not interfere 
with the salivary secretion their 








use could not be other than 
beneficial; but this is not so. 
What occurs is that the mouth 
for a minute a day is rendered 


highly alkaline, but this is 


brought about at the expense of 
lessening the amount and alka- 
linity of a constantly flowing 
natural mouth-wash; and there 
can be no doubt that for the 
purpose of neutralizing acids 
which are slowly but continu- 
ously being formed, a continu- 
ous alkaline flow is much more 
eficacious than the application 
of a comparatively strong alkali 
for about one minute, or at most 
two, in twenty four hours. We 
are therefore driven to the in- 
evitable conclusion that alkaline 
dentifrices and mouth-washes 
for the prevention of dental 
caries must be abandoned, and 
we further conclude that some 
substance which is a salivary 






stimulant should be used in or- 
der to promote and educate the 
activity of the salivary glands. 
Now, it has been conclusively 
proved that the best substances 
for this purpose are acids, and 
there is not the slightest reason 
why the best should not be used 
in this case. Would acids cause 
any decalcification when used in 
this way? We have already 
seen that five and fifteen min- 
utes after their use the alkalin- 
ity index of the mouth is always 
considerably increased above 
normal, and that in the case of 
as strong an acid as citric in the 
lemon, the saliva was intensely 
alkaline. This may be readily 
tested roughly by anyone with 
a piece of litmus-paper placed in 
the mouth or against the teeth 
half a minute after eating or 
washing the mouth out with 
anything weakly acid. 

From a very large number of 
observations, | am convinced 
that no harm will accrue to the 
teeth from the use of those acids, 
in such strengths as they are ac- 
tive salivary stimulants. 





In order to ascertain the ac- 
tion and effect of such (acid) 
mouth-washes, the above series 
was tested in the following 
manner: The acidity of 10 c. c. 
of the solution was first esti- 
mated in terms N/50 NaOH; 
the mouth was then washed out 
for one minute with 10 c. .c. of 
solution, and the amount expec- 
torated was measured. Five 
minutes afterwards the “rest- 
ing” saliva was estimated for 
amount and alkalinity per min- 


ute, 
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These experiments made it 
“clear that the acidity of such 
solutions is rapidly diminished 
while being used, and that they 
subsequently give rise to a very 
much increased alkalinity index. 
“Tt will be noticed that in all 
cases the amount of fluid expec- 
torated was greater than that 
taken in, showing an increase of 
from 2 to 4 c. c.—that is to say, 
that during the minute that the 
solution was in the mouth sali- 
vary secretion was actively go- 
ing on. This is in striking con- 
trast to what Hunt found dur- 
ing the use of antiseptics. As a 
control, distilled water was 
tested in a similar manner, and 
in all cases the amount of fluid 
in the mouth became less; this 
is a curious phenomenon which 
I do not think has been observed 
before.” : 


Immunity of Maori Child- 
ren of the Urewera, N.Z. 


We may group the factors of 
dental caries thus: 

Attacking Forces 
Carbohydrates 
Micro-organisms 

Defensive Agencies 
Resistance of body fluids 
Resistance of enamel surface 

Reference has been made to 
an investigation into the cause 
of immunity to dental caries 
amongst the Maori children of 
the Urewera. 

It was shown that the same 
kinds of organisms existed in the 
mouths of the immune Maori 
children as were found in the 
mouths of children attending a 
dental hospital. In fact, putting 
two films direct from the 
mouths of two children, one an 
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immune Maori and the other a 
very susceptible European, side 
by side under two microscopes, 
it is exceedingly difficult to tell 
which is which. 

This I may say frankly is not 
what was anticipated, so the in- 
vestigation was continued in a 
subsequent year. A full labora- 
tory equipment was taken up to 
the Urewera, and fifty immune 
Maori children thoroughly in- 
vestigated. Their salivas were 
analyzed in detail, cultures 
from their salivas and gingival 
margins taken and worked out, 
and the acid fermentation from 
biscuit debris estimated for each 
child. The results were exceed- 
ingly interesting and important. 

The further investigation as 
to the bacteriology of the Maori 
childrens’ mouths served only to 
confirm our previous findings 
that the organisms in immune 
and susceptible mouths are es- 
sentially the same. 

To test the effect of carbohy- 
drate fermentation in the 
mouths of Maori children, 
each child was given a biscuit to 
eat. Five minutes afterwards 
the mouth was washed out with 
10 c. c. of sterile water and the 
washings expectorated into a 
sterile flask and incubated for 
twenty-four hours. The amount 
of acid developed was thus esti- 
mated by titration with N/50- 
NaOH, and the average was 
found to be 1.52 c. c. as com- 
pared with the average for Eu- 
ropean children of 1.12 c. © 
Thus it is obvious here again no 
practical difference obtains. The 
attacking forces are the same in 
both cases, 
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It remains now to consider 
the defensive agencies. We have 
already seen that the enamel of 
Maori teeth is more resistant 
than that of European in that it 
is not imbricated, is harder, has 
a higher specific gravity, is not 
so permeable and not so soluble. 

Analyses of the salivary se- 
cretion will show whether there 
is any further resistance on the 
part of the body fluids. 

The following table gives in 
a brief and readily observable 
manner the more important re- 
sults of the salivary analyses of 
fifty immune Maori children, 
compared with those of fifty 
susceptible European children.

largely the immunity of the 
Maori children. 

The results, therefore, of the 
investigation and the above fig- 
ures seem to prove that resist- 
ance is the important factor — 
resistance of the fixed tissues 
and of the body fluids. This 
finding places dental caries in 
line with nearly all other dis- 
eases of bacterial origin. We 
know now that it is not the 
presence of the pneumococcus, 
the tubercle bacillus, or the 
diphtheria bacillus which deter- 
mines the occurrence of the par- 
ticular disease, but the lowered 
resistance of the patient. 

Doubtless we all at one time

Here then, again, are marked 
and important differences. We 
have already seen in how many 
ways the constitutents of saliva 
may act as defensive agencies 
against the attacks of dental 
caries, and here in the Maori 
children we see that these de- 
fensive constituents are marked- 
ly in excess of those found in 
Europeans. 

The alkalinity index per min- 
ute is six times greater in the 
Maori than in the European 
thildren, whilst the ptyalin in- 
dex is more than twice as great. 
These two substances I regard 
as the most important defensive 
bodies in the saliva, and their 
definite increase explains very

or another inspire or ingest 
large numbers of these deadly 
organisms, but we do not all, 
nor always, suffer from pneu- 
monia, phthisis, or diphtheria. 
So with dental caries our hope 
must lie in building up the re- 
sistance of the fixed tissues 
(enamel) and of the body fluids 
(saliva). How this may best be 
done we have already consid- 
ered at length. 

It seems probable that those 
who deny the physiological ef- 
fect of acid dentifrices, will tell 
us that a lemon does not really 
“make the mouth water’ and 
that not improbably the effect is 
psychological or pure imagina- 
tion. 

It is extraordinary that many 
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dentists still refrain from pre- 
scribing acid dentifrices on the 
plea that they would harm the 
teeth. Yet they have no hesita- 
tion in advising the use of acid 
fruits such as oranges and 
apples, which are in contact 
with the teeth for longer than a 
dentifrice would be, and may 
possibly not be such active sali- 
vary stimulants. If the same 
policy of timidity were to per- 
vade medicine, no physician 
would prescribe strychnine or 
morphia in physiological doses 
because, forsooth, if too weak 
they did no good and if too 
strong they did much harm. So 
also might a surgeon refuse to 
use a very sharp knife because, 
forsooth, if it slipped it might 
do harm! 

Why is a dentist trained in 
Physiology and Materia Medica 
if it is not so that he may pre- 


ee Y 





scribe drugs in suitable strengths 
and form to produce physiologi- 
cal effects for the benefit of his 
patients ? 

As to “acid dentifrices” on 
the market. During the last 
few years I have received nv- 
merous samples from all over 
the world accompanied as a rule 
by profuse “literature,” in which 
not uncommonly my name and 
writings are incorporated en- 
tirely without my consent and 
without even in any single case 
the firm having the courtesy to 
ask if I had any objection to 
such a course. This is the more 
annoying because in no instance 
does-the much advertised sub- 
stance comply with my desider- 
ata for an acid dentifrice. For 
the most part—they are entirely 
unphysiological and therefore 
may be very harmful.

As Instructor of Operative 
Dentistry in the Harvard Den- 
tal School I am privileged to see 
many neglected cases, neglected 
because of the small orthodontic 
clinic. It cannot care for many 
of the children of 12 years of 
age and over and it is at this 
age that the method of judicious 
extraction may be indicated. We 
feel it is unfair to the students 
that they should not know some- 
thing of the possibilities of this 
simple process, and to that end

**“A Simple Method of Correcting 
Irregularities of the Teeth,” by 
Henry F. Libby, D. D. S., and 
Arthur A. Libby, D. D. S., June 
1924 ORAL HYGIENE, p. 1027. 
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we have published this article, 
backed up by fourteen years ot 
research and forty years of prac- 
tical experience. There is noth- 
ing better for progress than a 
good healthy discussion, but a 
scathing attack such as presented 
in this editorial is uncalled for. 

We have been criticised for 
extracting ruthlessly—which is 
entirely false. Each case is con- 
sidered most carefully and 
treated scientifically. We invite 
critics to our offices to inspect 
models and data and if our re- 
sults do not warrant the pro- 
cedure then we shall be only too 
glad to adopt some other meth- 
od. Surely we do not wish to 
jeopardize our patients, or offer 
false instruction to students. 

It is very evident we have 
drawn OrAL HYGIENE into an 
entanglement of unusual inter- 
est to our profession. However, 
it has aroused a controversy of 
vital importance to mankind 
outside of our personal benefits 
and sacrifices. 

It is our purpose to evolve sci- 
entific facts with illustrations 
and demonstrations of proced- 
ure, as the months go by, as 
fully as publications will permit. 

We hope in the future to elu- 
cidate the meaning of orthodon- 
tia and malocclusion by illustra- 
tions, models and results. We 
purpose to begin with cell in- 
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telligences that are observed by 
scientific research, and follow 
their evolutionary growth 
through change on change. 

Intelligent construction of 
law can only be accomplished 
through a destructive law, just 
as important to progress, if we 
are disposed to consider the evo- 
lutionary changes of life. 

Nature insists on eliminations 
to make way for better service 
and preservation of its needs. 
There cannot be a natural 
growth in crowded conditions! 
To illustrate, let a seed be drop- 
ped from a tree into the crevice 
of a boulder, and the intelligent 
forces will lift tons for its main- 
tenance of life, and we call it the 
power of intelligent cell growth. 

Locally speaking, we do not 
find a perfect arch in the mouth 
of a child after the age of four. 
This fact has a fundamental, 
working, evolutionary principle 
that should be understood, and 
that principle is usefulness and 
uselessness. “The perfectly rea- 
sonable, thinkable, practical law 
of Nature, is to adjust condi- 
tions in all forms of life to the 
needs of efficiency. 

Our methods are to remove 
needless obstacles, and let the 
third molar develop — remove 
the obstacles judiciously, with 
the cautious eye of intelligent 
action. 

The demand for teeth began 
when needed; the demand for 
eliminating them when not 
needed is just as important. 
When to assist Nature is the in- 
telligent act. 


Dr. McGee, I do wish you 


were here this very hour to see 
for yourself; here in a township 
of a few thousand, supporting 
twa, dentists, graduates of repu- 
table colleges neglecting to do 
anything to improve the shame- 
ful disorder of youthful mouths 
at the vital age from 12 to 18, 
that awful period of adolescence 
when Nature demands ample 
space to expand, beautify, and 
strengthen to obey the law—the 
power of growth! 

A youth of 15 whose mouth 
was a disgrace to human prog- 
ress—endangered to early dis- 
ease by caries, impaction of the 
third molars, with pyorrhea for 
the lack of ample bone sockets, 
and their normal efficiency, has 
been released for all time from 
these possibilities by proper ra- 
diographing and judicious ex- 
tracting of the six-year molars. 

This is being accomplished by 
himself by ligating the teeth to 
a single bar and within a year 
the mouth will be absolutely eff- 
cient, beautiful and permanently 
maintained. 

The dentists of the orthodon- 
tic department admit that they 
cannot attend to these youthful 
patients and they are cast upon 
an unsympathetic profession in 
the world, forever handicapped 
by unsightly, inefficient and dis- 
eased mouths. 

Between one and two hun- 
dred are sent away by this col- 
lege annually and the students 
are graduated and forever com- 
mitting the same errors. 

How dare we pioneer such 
radical treatment? Through 
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convictions and the demonstrat- 
ing of models, 

Our opponents ‘ask for dem- 
onstrations by models .and__re- 


sults; these we can furnish and 
will do so by photographs when 
the thoroughness of our knowl- 
edge can be illustrated in some 
publication. 

By your. immeasurable influ- 
ence, the neglected shall be bene- 
fited, and the law of God and 
creative ability brought to light. 

We are seeking. to rescue the 
neglected, thousands on. thou- 
sands — we are seeking to in- 
struct hundreds and hundreds to 
look after these neglected ones— 
we are seeking to evolve Na- 
ture’s desires by educational 
methods—we are seeking to ar- 
rest suffering that is unnecessary 
—we are seeking preventive den- 
tistry by such simple means that 
the child though far from edu- 
cational centers, may be saved 
from disgrace and suffering. 

To do this is not in the power 
of one man, neither in the power 
of a multitude of men, but 
through the subtle power of evo- 
lutionary principles developed 
by man. That unknown power 
which began the building of this 
planet—that power which cre- 
ated the first life cell—life and 
mind have made us what we are 
by building up and tearing 
down. Our efforts in research 
by observations and practical ex- 
amples in speechless Nature have 
been a stimulating and encour- 
aging pursuit in the study of the 
law of growth, and the law of 
destructive agencies through 
which Nature has been able to 





accomplish her greatest service 
in evolution. 

It is strangely beautiful to 
have the masterly, statistical re- 
port of Rufus W.. Leigh, Cap. 
tain Dental Corps, U. S. A, 
published in the July issue of 
Orat Hyciene.. .This report 
contains very much of interest 
that involves the six-year molars 
as tabulated and illustrated. 

We quote data from the ex- 
amination of 7,942 young men 
of ages from 17 to 24, the aver- 
age being in the eighteenth year, 
“that. the first. molars are the 
weakest teeth of the mouth, bya 
very large percentage.” Why 
the weakest ?—-why the first to 
serve ?—these are problems for 
a long essay, to be solved, as we 
concluded, in four words: food, 
service, environment and inher- 
itance. 

Its life history has made it 
what it is by absorption at the 
age through which it has passed 
—we quote again, adding the 
other extreme of resistance to 
caries. “The maxillary cuspid 
is high, its susceptibility to caries 
when compared to the mandible 
molars, is, as 1 is to 29.” My! 
My!! What a freedom for ac- 
tion in this campaign of scien- 
tific investigations for the wel- 
fare of mankind! 

Every dentist, in every nation, 
in every part of the world, has 
his local evolutionary problems 
that are subject to the governing 
influences of food, service, en- 
vironment and inheritance. We 
are a part of this composite, and 
our service is only a part. 

Knowledge and action should 
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come from every dentist. As a 
suggestion: let every dentist col- 
lect for statistical reports the 
first and third molars and send 
them to some reliable authority 
for examination and historical 
data! 

The first and third molars are 
selected for a practical purpose. 
Other research for the benefit of 
the remaining 24 teeth seems 
secondary in the light of the 
combating evolutionary influ- 
ences existing. 

We are focusing our special 
attention on the third molar, as 
it seems to be an abandoned 
menace of the mouth. As we 
view it, the design and purpose 


of Nature’s cell intelligences, 


was, and is, to make this tooth 
as useful, as divine, and as ear- 
nest in its efforts to serve as the 
first molars. The four words 
just used came to the rescue of 
the invisible power of evolution 
and make for justice and ideal- 
ism. Certainly Raphael and 
other famous portrait artists 
never idealized their subjects by 
examples of distorted mouths. 

Time and space forbid fur- 
ther elucidations of this vital 
revolutionary and evolutionary 
subject. 


Replying to Dr. L. H. Tate’s 


pertinent questions :* 

Question: 1. If the dental arch 
is inclined to get smaller.from gen- 
eration to generation and if Nature 
is making an effort to reduce the 
number of teeth therein, would you 
aid or hinder this natural process 
of eradication by the extraction of

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the first molar, it being one of the 
teeth that is seldom missing? 

Answer: 1. We do not feel that 
the extraction of the first molars 
would either aid or hinder the nat- 
ural process of eradication. The 
ultimate loss of the third molars is 
many, many generations away, and 
will only be brought about through 
food, service, environment and in- 
heritance, which are the funda- 
mentals in Nature’s progress. 

Question: 2. Would it not be 
better to teach the school child the 
combinations of food that will pro- 
duce the correct amount of bone 
and other tissue-building materials, 
that the prospective mother and the 
mother may eat and teach the child 
to eat, in a way that will greatly 
reduce the percentage of this ten- 
dency, as well as grow a better 
quality of teeth, and a better de. 
veloped human machine in every 
way? 

Answer: 2. It is very wise to 
teach the school child the combina- 
tions of food that will produce the 
‘correct amount of bone and other 
tissue-building material, but we 
must aim toward practical idealism 
and not expect too much of the hv- 
man family. The lines of least re- 
sistance is a law which we must 
consider and not expect too much 
from our teachings. 

Question: 3. What is the condi- 
tion of occlusion in the mouths of 
your patients who have lost one or 
more first molars at any age, and 
received no orthodontia treatment’ 

Answer: 3. If one or possibly 
two first molars have been extract 
ed the occlusion may be badly up- 
set and much efficiency lost, becaus 
of the tipping of the twelve-yea 
molar and the possible elongation 
of the opposing six-year molar. 

If, however, the four first molars 
‘are extracted simultaneously you 
will readily see that the twelve 
year molars being in occlusion wil 
move forward without tipping and 
especially is this true if the extrac: 
tion is done between the ages of 1 
and 14, because it is then that th 
calcification of the third molar has 
taken place and the pressure of the 
crown of the third molar upon th 
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distal root of the twelve-year keep 
the twelve-year molars in their rel- 
ative position, whereas if the ex- 
traction is delayed until 16 or 17 
years the pressure of the crown of 
the third molar may be at the gin- 
giva or above it and the tendency 
is then to tip the lower twelve-year 
molar. Please remember, if extrac- 
tion is indicated, don’t hesitate to 
remove the four first molars, or it 
may be the four second bicuspids or 
it may be the four twelve-year 
molars. Uniform extraction, that 
is, the four corresponding teeth, is 
the key to proper chewing balance, 
but this must not be done unless 
the skiagraphs shows the presence 
of the third molars, and this can be 
determined at 12 years of age. 





Question: 4. Is the percentage of 
decay more or less? 

Answer: 4 The percentage of 
decay is less on the side where the 
frst molar has been removed. 

Question: 5. And what is the 
condition of the gums compared 
with those not losing any teeth at 
all? 

Answer: 5. The condition of the 
gums is normal if the patient has 
taken reasonable care of the mouth. 

Question: 6. Is it more or less 
dificult to construct and manipu- 
late an appliance of any kind for 
the correction of malocclusion 
where the teeth are all in the mouth 
or where the first molars are lost, 
either part or all of them? 

Answer: 6. The construction and 
manipulation of appliances for cor- 
recting irregularities after the ex- 







traction of six-year molars are 
simple and it is such a pleasure to 
do orthodontia when there is plenty 
of room. The second bicuspids are 
banded and a Yabial arch wire is 
used to which the incisors are 
wired, and the cuspids depressed 
which move the bicuspids distally. 
The twelve-year molars are al- 
lowed to drift, in most cases. 

Question: 7. Which will require 
the greatest amount of time, also, 
which will give the best results? 

Answer: 7. The time required 
is less and the results much better 
when extraction is indicated, be- 
cause we are assisting Nature to 
eliminate and give room, which 
means cleaner mouths, in fact, it 
means oral hygiene. One of the 
strongest arguments in favor of 
this method is the fact that the 
teeth will remain in place some- 
times without retainers and if re- 
tainers are indicated, they will be 
on a matter of weeks not months 
or years. There is very little tend- 
ency to revert to the former ir- 
regularity because the pressure has 
been removed. 

Fourteen years of research and 
forty years of practical experience 
have given us courage to take this 
stand. In orthodontia there are 
many ramifications and each case 
requires its particular treatment. 

What is needed in our profession 
is more consultation and more co- 
operation.

From an inquiry undertaken by 
Dr. Honoré Thibault into the ex- 
tent of dental service in the hos- 
pitals of Montreal it appears that 
the Hétel-Dieu has no such service 
at all for its patients. In the Notre- 
Dame Hospital dental treatment is 
in the hands of a visiting dentist 
who can only devote fleeting atten- 
tion to dental cases. The richly en- 
dowed Victoria Hospital possesses 
also no permanent dental clinic, the 
care of the patients suffering from 
dental disease being entrusted to 
the attending dentist who is able to 
carry out but 845 consultations and 
operations. The only large hos- 
pital with a permanent dental 
clinic is the General Hospital in 
which, in 1923-1924, 19,654 consul- 
tations and operations have been 
carried out by 6 dentists and 69 
students. (Revue Dentaire Cana- 
dienne, September, 1924). 





Mexico 
In an editorial on preventive 
dentistry, Dr. Pedro  Beltranea 


states that in view of the fact that 
75 per cent of the victims of in- 
fectious diseases show focal infec- 
tion in the mouth as the causative 
factor, preventive dentistry is the 
sine qua non of preventive medi- 
cine. The leadership of the United 
States is beyond dispute, whatever 
system of dental hygiene may be 
employed: outstanding examples 
are Boston, Detroit, and Rechester, 
N. Y. It is impossible, however, to 
implant any one system into all

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countries without exception; con- 
ditions differ, and it is imperative 
to elaborate a system fitting those 
particular conditions after studying 
those of the model institutions, 
(Boletin Odontolégico Mexicano, 
March, 1924). 

Dr. Antonio Gonzalez credits the 
Russian dentist Dr. Lindenberg 
with the priority in the conception 
of the care of children’s teeth and 
the creation of a systematic den- 
tal examination in that country, to- 
ward the end of the last century. 
France, Germany, Belgium, Hol- 
land, Spain, England, and Amer- 
ica, with the United States as lead- 
er, followed suit, as did also Ar- 
gentine, Brazil, and Cuba, with 
Mexico an insignificant “also ran”. 
However, at the Naval School in 
Veracruz only such candidates are 
admitted whose teeth are in good 
condition. According to Plastschik, 
while an individual with healthy 
mouth averages 131.1 centimeters 
in height and 28.2 kilos in weight, 
one with bad teeth, caeteris pari- 
bus, will average only 125.3 centi- 
meters and 25.7 kilos, in addition 
to considerably impaired _intellec- 
tual faculties. (zbid., April, 1924.) 





Cuba 


Lieutenant Dr. Fernando Boudet, 
dental surgeon of the I. Military 
Districts, demonstrates the eff- 
ciency of the Army Dental Service 
by the fact that in 1921 out of 2137 
consultations, 661 necessitated ex- 
tractions, while in 1922 out of 2314 
only 572 required extractions. Bov- 
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det considers that the dental serv- 
ice in the Cuban Army is in no 
way inferior to that in any other 
part of the world. (Cuba Odon- 
tolégica, February, 1924.) 


Argentine 

In view of the signal success ob- 
tained by. the dental clinic of the 
Children’s Asylum Martin Rodri- 
guez, all other similar institutions 
in Buenos Aires are to have such 
dental service as will ensure com- 
plete dental treatment of every 
child up to the moment it leaves 
the asylum. (La Odontologia, Ma- 
drid, July, 1924.) 








Great Britain 

Dr. Connan, Deputy Medical Of- 
ficer of Bermondsey (England) is 
the man responsible for an original 
oral hygiene campaign in that bor- 
ough. According to the Daily 
Chronicle, at the junction of 
Grange and Tower Bridge roads 
an electric sign has been erected, 
and here men, women, and children 
may read, with graphic illustra- 
tions, the sad life-history of the 
man who would not clean his teeth 
and the glad story of the man who 
used a tooth-brush regularly. These 
dental lessons are told in_ brisk 
quatrains, and every picture “rubs 
ina story”. In a fortnight’s time, 
Dr. Connan said, vans which will 
act as traveling cinemas will be 
seen in the streets. The fims will 
illustrate health lessons, and will 
deal, among other things, with tu- 
berculosis treatment, teeth, baby 
feeding and pure milk.

From the again belated report on 
the Paris meeting, in August, 1923, 
we learn through the report of the 
secretary of the Commission on 
Dental Hygiene, that nothing has 
happened in the nature of oral ‘hy- 
giene in the year 1922-23. Resolu- 
tions submitted by the commission 
to the general assembly of the F. 
D. I. are of a very general charac- 
ter aiming chiefly at closer co-op- 
eration of national dental associa- 
tions with the Hygiene Commission 
of the F. D. I. for which certain 
autocratic powers have been sug- 
gested. (If the reviewer be per- 
mitted to trespass from his usual 
reserve of uncritical reporting into 
the field of critical comment he can- 
not help stating that the transac- 
tions of the Hygiene Commission 
of the F. D. I. are particularly bar- 
ren in practical suggestions and 
progress which seem to us to be 
very much more desirable than re- 
trospective accounts of the history 
of oral hygiene.

ologia, official organ of the Italian 
Stomatological Association; Mem- 
ber of Faculty, Royal University of 
Medicine, Rome; Director, Munici- 
pal School Dental Clinic in Rome; 
Member of Council, Italian Stom- 
atological Federation and Associate 
Member, Dental Society of Europe. 
Prof. Piperno, as you know, is 
one of the collaborators of The Re- 
view of Clinical Stomatology and 
our Italian representative. He gives 
information about the real facts 
concerning the recent dental laws 
and his information is exact, de- 
pendable and of great value to the 
American Stomatological move- 
ment. This will simply indicate 
that the information I am submit- 
ting is official and states the opin- 
ion of the Italian stomatologists. 
Due to misinformation, American 
dental and medical journals have 
lauded the passing of the new 
Italian dental law, of December 
31st, 1923, as an advance in the 
standards in Italian dental educa- 
tion. From our point of view, a six- 
year dental course requiring also 
an M. D. degree, would be, con- 
sidered logically, an advance step. 
It is not surprising that the dental 
journals of the more progressive 
type should welcome the require- 
ment of the M. D. degree for the 
practice of dentistry in Italy. 
However, it is to be regretted 
that these journals have been mis- 
informed about the real facts of the 
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situation and have thereby done 
an injustice indirectly and unknow- 
ingly to the Italian stomatologists. 

In the article dealing with the 
recent dental laws in Italy, pub- 
lished in The Review of Clinical 
Stomatology, September, 1924, Dr. 
Piperno points out that for 34 years 
dentistry was considered a medical 
specialty in Italy and the M. D. de- 
gree was required for its practice. 
There is, therefore, no change in 
standards as far as the require- 
ment of the M. D. degree is con- 
cerned. Prior to the passing of the 
1923 dental law those desiring to 
practice dentistry were required to 
study six years for the medical de- 
gree and one year at a dental in- 
stitution; under the 1923 dental law 
four years of study are required at 
a medical school and two years at 
a dental school. Prof. Piperno con- 
tends that the change really con- 
sists in shortening the medical 
course of instruction by two years 
and increasing the dental course 
by one year. 

The need of a greater knowledge 
af medical science for dentists is 
unquestionably recognized on ac- 
count of the seriousness of the re- 
lationship between mouth infection 
and systemic disease. From the 
standpoint of stomatology, which is 
a medical specialty, a thorough 
medical training is not only de- 
sirable but imperative. 

The Italian stomatologists have 
protested against the enactment of 
the 1923 dental law, which in their 
opinion is a backward step in den- 
tal education. They have worked 
to uphold their standards and the 
following letter from Prof. Piperno 
is indicative of their success. 

Rome, August 14th, 1924 
Dear Doctor Asgis: 

I did not answer at once your 
kind of letter of July 16th, be- 
cause we Italian stomatologists 


were anxious about the ideas of 
the new minister of public in- 
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struction regarding the new den- 
tal law suggested by Dr. Chiavaro. 
Since the 5th of August we are 
victorious, because the Council of 
the Ministers has signed that day 
the abrogation of Dr. Chiavaro’s 
law. Since now, the medical de- 
gree is again necessary in Italy 
for the practice of dentistry. The 
idea of the autonomistic school 
has failed and Stomatology is 
ahead. 

At the same time you will re- 
ceive the August number of La 
Stomatologia with the publication 
of the new Italian Dental law of 
August the 5th. You can publish 
it together with my article “A 
Backward Step in the New Italian 
Dental Laws” (Published in Sep- 
tember issue of The Review of 
Clinical Stomatology, 1924) which 
explains the situation resulting in 
the recent abrogation of the 
former law by the Italian Min- 


isters.

Dear Doctor McGee: 

I have just read Dr. Sturman’s 
letter to you (October, 1924 issue) 
and I endorse every single word. 
I want to add a little more evi- 
dence to his contentions that we 
should not economize the produc- 
tion of more dentists. 

This town I practice in (really 
a part of New York City) has just 
experienced the biggest building 
boom in the country. More dollars 
have been put into construction of 
dwellings according to area than 
any place in the U. S. A 

To accomplish this, a lot of float- 
ing labor had to be called in. I 
had the pleasure of attending to a 
lot of these men dentally. They 
came from all over, mostly from 
tural districts. 

This fact stood out from my 
close observation and questioning. 
The people in moderate and poor 
circumstances, living in the hinter- 
land, only go to the dentist when 
the throes of agony and despair 
drive them, 








To say that all are ignorant of 
the soundness of prevention would 
be stating an untruth, but, gener- 
ally speaking, whether it be their 


economic condition or whether it 
be the fear of a dentist, they only 
visit the dentist on compulsion. 

My theory on the rural situation 
is this. We do not need more den- 
tists there. We need education. 
That is a state duty. When the 
legislature of the various states will 
forget the “pork barrel” then per- 
haps the rural population of this 
country will be made dentally con- 
scious. 

As for the cities, whether they be 
big or small or medium. There 
should be no question on this point. 
The cities have enough dentists. 
The larger the city, the larger is 
the over-supply. 

As Dr. Sturman points out, the 
boy from the country when he 
graduates, stays in the big cities. 
In my class, upon looking up the 
records, I find that only three (out 
of a class of 92) are practising in 
rural districts and that 34 came 
from rural districts. Why did the 
31 quit the country to become “big- 
towners” ? 

If it weren’t for competition, 
every dentist in the country would 
be so busy that vacations, lodge 
meetings, or society meetings, etc., 
would be out of the question. I 
don’t mean competition amongst 
the dentists but outside competi- 
tion. I refer to the automobile, 
to the radio, to the furniture in- 
stalment houses and last, but not 
least, “keeping up with the Jones’.” 

It is an economic problem. Fif- 
teen per cent of the population go 
to dentists. Sixteen per cent of the 
population own autos. Figure out 
for yourself what the sixteen per 
cent spend in dollars and cents and 
compare it with what the fifteen 
per cent spend. 

The comparison should make us 
get red under the collar. Compare 
the auto industry to the dental in- 
dustry! Oh, boy! If we could 
only get one-fourth of the gravy!

stands a poor chance of decaying. 

The fact that a person should 
have his teeth cleaned every six 
months by a dentist has been im- 
pressed upon the minds of the 
public. And regardless of wheth- 
er they do or not they know 
about it. 

The laity also know that the 
teeth should be brushed at least 
twice daily and many use their 
brush systematically yet seem 
to accomplish very little towards 
keeping their teeth clean. I have 
patients coming to me constantly 
with the anteriors just as clean 
as could be expected and yet the 
posteriors will be heavily coated 
with tartar. When you ask them 
if they use a tooth brush regu- 
larly they swear by all that is 
holy that they use it two or 
three times a day and correctly 
too because they can explain the 
rotary up and down movement 
with which they manipulate 
their tooth brush. 

Then what is the trouble? 

It most certainly lies with the 
tooth brush. The average man, 
woman, and child uses a tooth 
brush too large for the mouth. 
If a person tries to use the adult 
size of 90 per cent of the tooth 
brushes on the market he will

find that he cannot keep the buc- 
cal sides of his molars clean. 

Why? Lack of room! 

To clean properly on the buc- 
cal surface there must be a man- 
ipulation of the up and down 
movement. When you put one 








of those large-size brushes be- 
tween the teeth and the cheeks 
there isn’t room for the proper 
movement. 

What is the remedy? Use of 
the smaller sizes! The adult 
should use a youth’s size brush. 
When a patient inquires as to 
the best tooth paste to use | 
never recommend any one in 
particular but I always advise 
him as to the size of the brush 
to use because proper manipula- 
tion means more than the tooth 
paste. 

Just ask a child to bring you 
his tooth brush and in the ma- 
jority of cases you will find the 
parent has given him a large, 
clumsy affair. Many children 
complain that with the brushes 
they have they cannot brush 
their teeth with the up and 
down movement as they are ad- 
vised to do by the health nurse. 
The cause is in the size of the 
brush. The child up to the age 
of 13 should be given the small- 
est size obtainable (the child’s 
size is the size that I advise). 

Most parents give their chil- 
dren a tooth brush and think 
nothing more about it unless 
some complaint is made by the 
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child. Often then the same 
brush is used for a year or more. 
[ have found that after three or 


four months the bristles of even’. 


the best brushes limber “up to 
such a degree that they do no 
good whatever. Using them 
after that time is almost wasted 
energy. It is like using an old 
carpet-sweeper that takes up but 
part of the dirt. 

The use of dental floss is very 
important at least once a day, 


| and that time before going to 


bed. 

A patient came to me one day 
and, complaining, said, “Doctor, 
I wash my teeth three times a 
day and yet when I wake up in 
the morning there is a bad taste 
and odor in my mouth.” I ran 
some dental floss between the 
last two upper molars. The odor 
was that of decayed food. 

“Ugh,” she said, “No won- 


der!” There was the whole rea- 
son. 

Food between the teeth that 
cannot’ be reached by the tooth 
brush is allowed to remain there 
for the eight hours a person 
sleeps—a time when there is 
very little or no flow of saliva 
or movement of the tongue. 

The same thing happens to 


‘the food left between the teeth ; 


that is comparable to food placed 
in a garbage can only to a great- 
er degree for the mouth is an 
ideal place for food to putrify. 
Then we find that besides 


teaching the public to use the 


tooth brush we should designate 
to them what ‘size and what 
kind’ to use and in addition 
caution them to change the 
brush at least every four months 
and supplement brushing by the 
use of dental floss.

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A Longer Course May 
Mean Less Dentistry

HAVE read for 
Sp24)some months past 
\ ere the contributions 
published in ORAL 
Baesaaed) HYGIENE relative 
to the proposed lengthening of 
the dental college course. Ap- 
parently each of us sees this is- 
sue from different viewpoints 
and being interested in the ques- 
tion I did a little research work 
to find out where the agitation 
commenced. In one of your 
contemporary magazines issued 
a few months ago I observe that 


| the Dental Educational Council 


of America, whoever that is, 
had made recommendation for 
a five-year course because “re- 
cent discoveries showing the in- 
timate relationship between the 
teeth and the general health 
make it necessary. Also it has 
been clearly shown that de- 
cayed and abscessed teeth many 
times cause heart disease, rheu- 
matism, neuritis, eczema, men- 
tal disorders and other serious 
diseases’. 

Assuming that this is the pre- 
text which is prompting the 
lengthening of the present 
course, many dentists who have 
not only the interests of the pro- 
fession at heart, but also the 
welfare of the public, are won- 
dering if the proposed measure 
will correct the complaint. 
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Most dentists will admit that 
the above-named disorders some- 
times accompany diseased teeth 
and will also concede that oc- 
casionally the teeth are the ac- 
tive cause of such diseases; but 
the careful, observing dentist 
also knows that this is true in 
only a limited number of cases. 
‘Too many dentists are prone to 
be stampeded into following a 
fad commenced by someone with 
a little influence attached to his 
name, rather acting upon pro- 
fessional knowledge. 

Suppose this Council should 
lengthen the course for the 
above named reason, what do 
they propose to accomplish? Do 
they intend to qualify the den- 
tist to take over the treatment 
of systemic diseases? If so, why 
not study medicine at the out- 
set? If he is still to be a den- 
tist he will find himself in exact- 
ly the same position he is in to- 
day no matter what the length 
of the course may be: still sub- 
ject to the dictates of the phy- 
sician. 

No, the lengthening of the 
course will not meet the condi- 
tion at all. There are today 
thousands of dentists in our 
country who graduated even 
from a three-year course, whoare 
able to intelligently care for the 
cases presented to them. If we 
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admit the contrary, we at the 
same time cast a reflection on 
our entire dental educational 
system, which we are not will- 
ing to do I am sure. 

If we are falling down in 
our work, which I am unwill- 
ing to concede, it is because we 
do not manifest that spirit of 
self-reliance which professional 
men should possess, and possibly 
fail in co-operating with the 
medical profession, as masters 
of our own work not as under- 
lings to them. ‘ 

There are other reasons than 
these mentioned why the course 
of preparation should not be 
lengthened. Chief among them 
is the financial reason, not as 
pertains to the school, but to 
the student. Those of us who 
are familiar with the present 
monetary status of a dental edu- 
cation are aware that gradually 
the children of those not pos- 
sessed of wealth are being elim- 
inated—or if not eliminated are 
kept in school at a tremendous 
sacrifice to the family interest- 
ed. The tuition has in most 
cases been more than doubled. 
The “equipment”, much of it 
unnecessary, has been more or 
less standardized, and the stu- 
dent compelled to purchase it 
through the school. Laboratory 
fees and most everything else 
entering into the education of 
the dentist has been raised to al- 
most prohibitive prices. Should 
this process be continued through 
the proposed additional year 
not many prospective students 
would have courage sufficient to 
even commence the course. 
Such a proceeding can have 





—_— 


but one result, which is to place 
the higher educational advan- 
tages solely within the reach of 
the rich. Whoever is responsible 
for such a measure should real- 
ize the disadvantages the les 
wealthy of our peope would be 
subjected to through its opera- 
tions. “Too much has already 
been done to make it hard for 
the struggling youth trying to 
work his way through school. 
The six-day school week and all 
day program has made it nearly 
impossible for him to assist him- 
self financially, while it has not 
added materially to the eff- 
ciency of his training. 

The arrangement of the den- 
tal colleges requiring all stv- 
dents to serve a uniform period 
of time regardless of qualifica- 
tion and aptitude is an injustice. 
Many students desirous of fol- 
lowing the dental profession are 
living in college towns where 
academic instructions similar to 
that of our curriculi may be 
had. Why cannot an arrange. 
ment be made whereby the wor 
could be done as_ residential 
work, and the credit applied on 
the course offered in the der- 
tal school selected, thereby cut- 
ting down the time of school at 
tendance ? 

But no, they must. stick 
around the regulation time pre- 
scribed for ‘the student with 
only a high school training a 
a preliminary. Further, a pro- 
fessional man’s — responsibility 
does not stop in protecting him- 
self, but he is obligated to the 
public he serves. 

We are informed that at the 
present time only a minority 0 
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the people of our country are 
receiving dental service. ‘This 
may be due to the unequal geo- 
graphic distribution of den- 
tists, partially, lack of inclina- 
tion on the part of the public to 
have the work done, or the lack 
of necessary means to pay for 
the service. Whatever the 
cause for this neglect it is plain- 
ly evident that with an extended 
course of training the graduate 
will in justice to the monetary 
outlay exacted of him be com- 
pelled to raise his fees propor- 
tionate to the additional money 
expended. Should this condi- 
tion obtain fewer people could 
aftord to be served than are be- 
ing served at present, which 
would mean a general decline 
of our health conditions. 

If this Council is willing to 
place this additional responsi- 
bility on the profession, then it 
should also be the work of the 
council to devise ways and 
means whereby the rank and 
file of the American people who 


desire to, may have the advan- 
tages of a professional educa- 
tion. Regulations giving to the 
few advantages over the many 
are entirely undemocratic and 
if a few men have the power 
arbitrarily to make rules and 
regulations discriminatory to the 
masses it would seem that such 
authority is at present mis- 
placed, and should be trans- 
ferred to our National Educa- 
tional Department, who could 
make a survey of the entire situ- 
ation and offer corrective mea- 
sures fair to all. 

Candidly, I think the great 
majority of the successful den- 
tists throughout the country 
are satisfied that a four-year 
course properly arranged is 
ample to prepare dentists for 
efficient service. Where such a 
course would fail would be only 
in cases where the individual is 
a misfit and would never learn 
dentistry, no matter how long 
the course.

Malocclusion—

N the Angle classification of malocclusion cases, 
dependent upon the mesiodistal relation of the 
dental arches, the basis of each of the three general 


' classes of malocclusion is the position of the molars.
